During his hunt for the missing bones, Janus 
gained worldwide publicity, co-aulh'ored a book 
about his adventures, and told wealthy friends he 
-planned to starlna movie about his quest. 

He wound up In U.S. District Court telling Judge 
Prentice H. Marshall that. In seeking financing for 
bis promotion, be fibbed lo two Chicago banks 
about his financial liabllitfes. 

Janus was originally indiclcd on 37 charger

Hinckley Jr. was given an experimen- 
tal antidote to counter an overdose of 
headache pills he took this week in the 
prison where ho Is being held for 
allegedly shooting President Reagan, 
a medical official said Friday. 

Dr. Barry Rumack, director of the 
Rocky Mountain Poison Center, which 
is testing, the drug for the federal 
government, said his Denver. Colo., 
facility was notified of the overdose 



and gave its requir<.'d approval to use 
the remedy. 

Rumack also acknowledged that for 
Hinckley to be administered the oral 
antidote, Mucompysl, he had to be 
inform'cd that the Federal Drug Ad- 
ministration has not yet approved the 
drug and give his consent'. 

Rumack declined to discuss 
Hinckley's condition at the time. He 
ocknowlcdged. however, that the an- _ 
ttdotc. an amino acid, "is only used In ' 



patients considered to have taken a 
toxicoverdose." 

Hinckley swallowed an undisclosed 
quantity of Tylenol, an aspirin sub- 
slllule, at the federal correctional 
Institute, at Butncr. N.C. The drug, 
when. taken In large quantliies, can 
damage the liver and cause death. 

The Justice Department has char- 
acterized it as an apparent attempt by 
Hinckley to "harm himself.".
